DESPITE the fact that the Art De- 
partment of the Panama-Pacific Ex- 
position has made heavy demands upon 
the output of American studios, the One- 
hundred and Tenth Annual Exhibition 
of the Pennsylvania Academy of the 
Fine Arts upheld as high a standard as 
heretofore, and was as comprehensive as 
usual. It included 427 paintings and 
219 works in sculpture, representing in 
all 362 American artists. 

The Temple gold medal was awarded 
Charles W. Hawthorne for a large and 
not very recent figure painting entitled 
"Provincetown Fishermen." The Walter 
Lippincott prize was given to William 
M. Paxton for the painting entitled " 1875, " 
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which is reproduced as a frontispiece 
to this number of Art and Progress. 
Carroll S. Tyson, Jr., won the Jennie 
Sesnan prize by his painting entitled 
"Bass Harbor Wharves." To Charles 
S. Hopkins, of Boston, was awarded the 
Carroll H. Beckwith prize for his por- 
trait of a little girl pictured against a 
snowy landscape. The Mary Smith prize 
went to Gertrude A. Lambert for a por- 
trait study of a woman seated on a garden 
bench sewing " Carpet Rags." The George 
D. Widener Memorial prize for sculpture 
was awarded Albin Polasek for a bronze 
entitled "Aspiration." Mr. Polasek is 
one of the Academy in Rome scholarship 
men.
